Pop Anthony Celebrates 90th Year 
Has Nothing But Good Vices 


Ed Wagner, former Coun¬ 
cilman, and long identified 
in the field 1 of water pre¬ 
sented' a report to the City 
Council at their regular 
meeting of Tuesday, October 
14, wherein he protested the 
joining of Sierra Madre and 
the SGVMWD to the MWD 
district at the election which 
is set for November 4. 

In a prepared synopsis his 
report showed that the cost 
to the taxpayers of the City 
of Sierra Madre would be 
far in excess to join with 
MWD than It would to stay 
with the present district and 
receive state water. 

He showed that the dis¬ 
trict could spend approxi¬ 
mately 21-million' and at the 
end of fifty years own the 
entire project, but by Join¬ 
ing MWD the cost would be 
in the vicinity of 27-million 
and at the end of the 50 
years we must go on an ad¬ 
ditional 15 years of payment 
and at the end of the time 
we would own NOTHING.

On Friday, October 3, 1969, Hamilton C. de Jong, a 
private Pasadena citizen, filed an action for damages for 
$40,510,000 against Twin Coast Newspapers, Inc., a New 
York Corportion which now 
operates the morning Inde¬ 
pendent and the evening 
Star-News, the only Pasa¬ 
dena-based daily news- 
papers. 

The 23 page complaint al¬ 
leges that the newspaper 
corporation, together 
the Editor, 
and other persons 
names were not revealed

tionally inflicted emotional su| t was 
distress, 3) conspired to de- one 
fame l " . 

Civil Rights, and 4) invaded 
his privacy. 

The four causes of action, 
filed with the Supe rior 
Court in Los Angeles, stated 
that a long standing dis¬ 
agreement existed between 
de Jong and the newspaper 
publisher and editor con¬ 
cerning the newspaper’s al¬ 
leged “distortion of news 
concerning taxes and school 
matters and the tendency of 
one-sided stories on such 
matters to misinform the 
electorate.”

De Jong asserted' that the 
publication which linked 
him with “Pasadena Hide¬ 
ous” was “false and 1 mali¬ 
cious” and with the intent 
to "lower, and not enhance, 
his reputation among ap¬ 
proximately 35,000 readers” 
in Pasadena, and that the 
such publication, according 
to the law, is Libel. De Jong 
asserted that the news - 
paper corporation, ful 1 y 
aware that Martin Luther 
King an-d Senator Robert 
Kennedy had been assassin¬ 
ated within the previous 
months, publicized- de Jong 
in a manner calculated to 
incite readers to harrass, 
menace and- threaten plain¬ 
tiff citizen and his family,” 
and thus cause him and his 
family apprehension and' 
distress. 

The third cause of action 
charges that personnel of 
the newspaper corporation 
and others entered in a con¬ 
spiracy to obstruct justice 
in a conspiracy to obstruct 
justice in- the Supreme Court 
by imputing that the Court 
would be acting in “coinci¬ 
dence with the HIDEOUS 
ORGANIZATION if it ren¬ 
dered judgment in favor of 
plaintiff citizen, and thus to

petition was denied shortly 
after the article was pub¬ 
lished. 


The fourth cause of action 
charged that the article sub¬ 
jected and continues to sub¬ 
ject citizen to unwarranted 
and undesired publicity and 
lessens his enjoyment of so¬ 
cial and business contacts 
and thus was an unlawful 
invasion of his privacy. 

De Jong requested' that 
the $30,000,000 in punitive 
damages be measured ac¬ 
cording to the wealth of the 
defendant, New York Cor¬ 
poration and "the para¬ 
mount right of a private 
citizen seeking to exercise 
their constitutional rights 
and- duties in community 
affairs to be free from vic¬ 
ious personal attacks by 
powerful and influential 
persons having monopolistic 
control of the opinion mold¬ 
ing media, and the right of 
citizens in a community 
who complain of the distor¬ 
tion of news concerning lo¬ 
cal taxes and’ schools and 
the tendency of one - sided 
newspaper stories on such 
matters to misinform the 
electorate, to be protected 
from publication by that 
very newspaper of which 
refused, and republished the 


they complain, of libelous 
matter which citizens can¬ 
not rebut for lack of 
forum.” 

De Jong allocated $27 
million- of punitive dam¬ 
ages to a “non-profit or¬ 
ganization dedicated to se¬ 
curing unbiased and bal¬ 
anced reporting in news¬ 
papers in Pasadena and 
throughout the United 
States.” 

De Jong, a manufacturer 
of Bath Safety Equipment 
has been, actively concerned' 
about education in Pasa¬ 
dena where he has had five 
children- in public schools. 

In his only public state¬ 
ment concerning the law¬ 
suit dte Jong said: “In event 
that the New York News¬ 
paper Corporation- continues 
to refuse withdrawal of the 
false statements, and re¬ 
fuses to mitigate the dam¬ 
age already done, the Courts 
will have a case wherein 
the power limits of the 
Press must be defined. Un¬ 
der the First Constitutional 
amendment, newspapers are 
clearly protected by the 
Courts against ‘big govern¬ 
ment,’ and' this attack on. 
me will require the courts 
to state how much protec¬ 
tion the individual citizen 
has against a multi-million 
dollar newspaper corpora¬ 
tion which holds “de Facto 
monopoly” over local daily 
news coverage, thus depriv¬ 
ing me or any other citizen 
the right to reply to unfair 
charges made therein.”

Ceturns Takers 
In The Area 

A survey of school enroll¬ 
ment at all levels from nur¬ 
sery school through college 
will be conducted in this 
area by interviewers of the 
Bureau of the Census dur¬ 
ing the week of October 19, 
according to Leonard C. Is- 
ley, Director of the Bureau’s 
regional office in Los An¬ 
geles. 

Local interviewing will be 
a part of a nationwide effort 
made annually to measure 
the Nation’s school and col¬ 
lege population. A similar 
survey in October 1968 
showed total enrollment to 
be 58.8 million persons — 
33.8 million in elementary 
school, 14.1 million in sec¬ 
ondary school, 3.3 million in 
kindergarten, 816,000 in nur¬ 
sery school and' 6.8 million 
in college. 

The survey will be made 
along with the monthly Na¬ 
tional survey of employment 
and unemployment for the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the U. S. Department of La¬ 
bor which furnishes a basic 
measure of national econ¬ 
omic health.

The cause 
can be found by studying 
the activities and philoso¬ 
phies of today’s college pro¬ 
fessors. The following para¬ 
graphs outline what the 
professors counter parts 
planned for our campuses 
over thirty years ago. 

In an article, entitled 
“Steps toward the American 
Dream,” an educator, Eliza¬ 
beth Moos, stated, “We shall 
criticize our projects and 
curriculum on the basis of 
their social values, encour¬ 
aging our more mature stu¬ 
dents to study and 1 identify 
themselves with vital world 
movements, including, of 
course the Russian experi¬ 
ment.” 

Professor G. S. Counts, in 
his book, ‘‘Dare the Schools 
Build a New Social Order?”, 
outlined the educators’ role 
in an effort to . . trans¬ 
form or destroy all conven¬ 
tions, institutions, and spe¬ 
cial groups inimical to the 
underlying principles of de¬ 
mocracy; and' finally be pre¬ 
pared as a last resort, In 
either the defense or the 
realization of this purpose, 
to follow the method of 
revolution.” 

Dr. Theodore Brameld in¬ 
structed teachers favorable 
to collectivist pholosophy to, 
“. . . influence their stu¬ 
dents, subtly if necessary, 
frankly if possible, towards 
acceptance of the same po¬ 
sition.” 

This reminds us of the 
quote in The Communist: 
"Only when teachers have 
really mastered Marxism- 
Leninism will they be able 
skillfully to inject into their 
teaching at the least risk of 
exposure, and at the same 
time to conduct struggles 
around the schools in a 
truly Bolshevik manner.” 

The student activity on 
campus is merely a reflec¬ 
tion of the professors’ activi¬ 
ty. Decency will not prevail 
among the student body un¬ 
til it prevails among the 
professors.
